titied to receive $250, which 13 the largest 
amount that will be paid from the vote to 
any one Suciety. 

2. Lisa condition of any payment under 
the preceding section that the [reasurer of 
any agricultural society shall be required to 
furnish. not later rhan the 15th Octuover next, 
tothe Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
a statemeat showing:— 

(a) The name of the Society, and where

(c) scopy of the jist of the members of 

the Society, with the amounts subscribed 

and paid, set opposite the name of each. 

3. This statement inust be cestified by a
